He added that in 1890 he said in Congress 
that we should preserve gold and silver mon- 
ey side by side; that he did not want gold 
at a premium nor silver at a discount. These 
brave utterances did not give Mr. McKin- 
ley’s record. Words are capable of almost 
any sort of construction. Votes are not. 

Mr. McKinley came to Congress in 1877 as 

„ member of the Forty-fifth Congress and 
remained until defeated after the passage of 
his tariff bill in 1890. During his term of 
service but two bills involving the fate of 
silver became laws—the Bland-Allison act 
of 1878 and the Sherman purchase act of

The record begins at the special session 
called by President Hayes Oct. 15, 1877, be- 
cause of the failure of the preceding Con- 
gress to pass the army appropriation bill. 
The first motion made after Randall an- 
nounced the appointment of the committees 
Was a motion by Silver Dollar Bland of 
Missouri, then, as now, one of the high 
priests of free silver, to suspend the rules 
and pass his bill to open the mints to the 
free coinage of.

The bill was placed upon its passage Nov. 
5, 1877, and was passed—yeas, 163; nays, 93, 
with 98 not voting. Mr. McKinley voted 
for the bill, the record of which will be 
found on page 241 of the Congressional 
Record, Vol. 6, of the first session of the 
Forty-fifth Congress. Mr. Reed voted 
against the bill. 

Again Goes on Record.

Comes Up Again. 

Not until the Forty-ninth Congress did the 
silver question crop out again during Mr. Me- 
Kinley’s Congressional career. Then the 
perennial free silver bill of the irrepressible 
Mr. Bland was brought into the arena. 

A Mr. Dibble of South Carolina, whose 
name does not shine among the financiers 
of the country, proposed an amendment to 
suspend the parts of the Bland-Allison act 
authorizing the purchase of silver 
bullion’ unless the nations of Europe 
should enter into an agreement with the 
United States to remonetize silver before 
July 1, 1889—practically an effort to make 
the coinage of silver depend on international 
agreement, and which had been continuously 
recommended by Republican Secretaries of 
the Treasury. 

The Fourth Time. 

The Bland bill was defeated. practically 
by a party vote—yeas, 126; nays, 163—and 
both McKinley and his rival of today, Reed 
of Maine, were recorded with their party 
against the proposition, but McKinley was 
one of the 200 members who voted against 
the Dibble amendment, while Mr. Reed's 
name is among the eighty-four who were re- 
corded for Dibble’s scheme. 


Supports a Party Measure. 


In the Fifty-first Congress the silver bat- 


tle was on again in earnest. This was the 
Congress of the McKinley bill, the Congress 
of Reed rule, the Congress wherein both of 
the two most conspicuous figures made the 
records and achieved the prominence on 
which they now base their hopes for prefer- 
ence at the hands of the Republican party. 

The Sherman law for the purchase of a 
fixed quantity of silver per month was 
thrashed out rfom the caucus propositions, 
which ranged from free and unlimited coin- 
age to absolute demonetization, including 
the well-known plan for coinage of the Amer- 
ican product. 

McKinley stepped forward in the House 
and made two speeches for the party meas- 
ure. One of them was made June 7, 1890, 
the day the bill was passed by the House, 
the second was June 25, when the House 
voted not to concur in the Senate amend- 
ment which was for free silver, and on both 
of these occasions Mr. McKinley voted for 
the Republican measure and against the free 
silver amendment. 


Will Mr. McKinley Auswer? 
Therefore the McKinley record of finance

North Morgan street.” 

Half a dozen clerks and Commissioner 
Meier recognized Enright and declared he 
had been in line before, while Commissioner 
Meier himself declared that he had examined 
him. The suspect coolly and flippantly 
denied the charge, said he had just come in 
for the first time, and that ‘his name was T. 
Dougherty. 

Breaks Down and Confesses. 

Not until after he had been examined and 
cross-examined for half an hour did he show 
signs of breaking down, and then he con- 
fessed that he had come there with Instruc- 
tion from William Fitzgerald, a teamster 
living on Fulton street. He produced a card, 
on one side of which was printed: 

„Vote for Honest Maurice M. O’Connor, 
regular Dem®Ocratic nominee for Alderman 
of the Seventeenth Ward.“ 

On the other side were written instruc- 
tion to the counterfeit voter how to

PRINCE BISMARCK IS HONORED FOR 
MORE THAN HIS YEARS.

Friends with Rare Gifts and Bands of 
Music Assemble to Help Him Cele- 
brate His Sist Birthday—Congratu- 
lations Received from Govern- 
ments and Potentates—Expresses 
His Appreciation for the Love and 
Esteem Shown Him.

Berlin, April 1.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
New York Journal. The celebration of the 
Sist birthday of Prince Otto von Bismarck 
did not begin before 11 o'clock, as the aged 
ex-Chancellor now seldom risés much be- 
fore noon. But long before this hour Fried- 
richsruhe and the Sachsenwald park was in 
gala dress. 

The weather was auspicious, being brisk 
and clear, and the roads, which had been 
thoroughly soaked by, the rain and sleet of 
the previous days, were thoroughly dried by 
last night’s storm. It was found necessary 
to guard the castle gates by a squad of gen- 
darmes, as villagers and strangers were 
massing in alarming numbers around the 
castle. As a result the public was rigidly 
excluded from the grounds. 

At 11 o’clock the bands of the Ratzebur 
Chasseurs, the Hamburg Seventy-first Reg- 
iment, and the Altoona Thirty-first arrived, 
and were admitted inside the gates, and at 
once began to play a series of popular pieces, 
which were encored by the enthusiastic 
crowds outside. 

While they ‘were playing the Prince came 
down to the dining-room, where he was 
congratulated by the members of his family, 
and partook sparingly of a sumptuous 
breakfast. After the Prince had finished 
breakfast, he was congratulated by Count 
von Waldersee and a deputation of officers 
of the Halberstadt Cuirassiers and the 
Ratzeburg Chasseurs. Presents arrived 
throughout the day from all parts of the 
empire. They were costly and varied and 
comprised many samples of special indus- 
tries. 

Suffers from Neuralgie Pains. 

The Prince, though looking well, suffered 
intense pains throughout the day. Every 
word spoken seemed to cause the old Pre- 
mier neuralgic spasms of the facial muscles. 
He bore the ordeal of. entertaining his 
festive guests with wonderful heroism, but 
he was forced to decline the many deputa- 
tions which had come to present their con- 
gratulations, though he had actually donned 
his uniform for that purpose. 

The compulsory absence of Count Wil- 
helm and of the wife of Count Herbert, both 
of whom are seriously ill, caused great dis- 
appointment to the Prince and his family. 

Count Herbert came against his physi- 
clan’s advice, as he suffers greatly from sore 
eyes, and the Sachsenwald climate at this 
time of the year is not conducive to such ail- 
ments. 

Would Love to Greet His Friends. 

Count von Rantzan, the Prince’s son-in- 
law, seemed to be the happiest man in 
Friedrichruhe, the Kaiser having created 
him Privy Counselor to please Bismarck. 
The Prince selected Count von Waldersee 
for extrusive and exclusive conversation.

} high and low, in the Sachsenwald Park and 


shake hands with every one of them if he 
could, but pointing at De Schwmunger he 
said in petulant bonhomie: I must obey my 
medical tyrant.”

Emperor William’s present to Prince Bis- 
marck was a photograph of the imperial 
family, in a group, inclosed in a handsome 
frame.

Included among those who were the ear- 
liest in presenting their congratulations to 
Prince Bismarck today were Count von 
Waldersee and a deputation from the Hal- 
berstadt cuirassiers. 

A prominent mine owner, Count Douglass, 
with fifty miners, in holiday costume, ar- 
rived at 4 o’clock in the afternoon and 
marched to a hotel, headed by a band of 
music. 

Pleased to See the Hamburgers. 


™ Count von Waldsee aud the Halberstadt 
officers dined with Prince Bismarck. After- 
wards special trains from Hamburg brought 
some 3,000 people here, including 300 tagch- 
bearers. After dinner was over Prince Bis- 
marck appeared on the balcony and the as- 
sembled bands played a choral. 

Replying to an address of congratulations, 
Prince Bismarck said the good will of his 
neighbors was a necessity to every Chris- 
tian German. He was pleased at having en- 
joyed the constant sympathy of the Ham- 
burgers, which he had never lost, as he had 
Jost several other sympathies. Expressing 
a desire for the commercial prosperity of 
Hamburg, he declared that he was no fanat- 
ical Agrarian, but that, after all. the Agra- 
rians were not without grounds for their 
opinions. 

/In conclusion he called for cheers for Ham- 
“burg and its rulers. In response to this 
prolonged cheers were given. 

There was then a parade by a brilliant 
torch-light procession, which occupied 
forty-five minutes in passing. Prince Bis- 
marck stood most of that time, continually 
expressing his acknowledgments to those 
passing. He observed that he was no longer 
able to move as they did, but that his heart 
went with them.

discussing at the present juncture the’ mer- 
its of this remarkable case.“ 

The Lancet contents itself with a his- 
torical résumé of the facts, and adds that 
from a medical point of view the case is one 
of surpassing interest. Having mentioned 
a certain point that is of surpassing inter- 
est to the disciples of Hippocrates it turns 
to the subject of professional etiquette. 

Concerning this phase,“ says the Lancet, 
we take occasion to recognize generally 
the gratifying tone of the organs of public 
opinion in their comments on the discharge 
by the great body of the medical profes- 
sion of the delicate duties incidental to its 
vecation.”’ 

As to the lawsuit the editor says it is open’ 
to contention: 

1. That the communication made by Dr. 
Playfair to Sir J. Kitson was privileged. 

“2. That there was misdirection by the 
Judge who tried the ease, 

“3. That the verdict was against 
weight of evidence, 

4. That the damages were excessive.” 

Conflicting Duties. 

The British Medical Journal also sends 
advance proofs of its comments on the case. 
ae substance of these comments is as fol- 
ows: 

** We cannot but point out for the consid- 
eration of the profession that Dr. Playfair 
was placed throughout in a position of cruel 
difficulty, one cf which was that his duties 
as between physician and patient were con- 
flicting. The confidence of the consulting 
room and sick chamber are of a very sacred 
nature. 

The oath of Hippocrates, which typifies 
our modern ethical code, makes every phy- 
sician declare: 

„ swear that whatever in connection 
with my profersional practice I see or hear 
in the life of man that ought not to be abroad 
I will not, divulge, recognizing that all such 
should be kept secret. While I continue to 
keep my oath inviolate may it be granted to 
me tod enjoy the life and practice of an art 
respected by ell men at all times. But, should 
I trespass and violate the oath, may the re- 
verse be my lot.“ 

Fortifies a Great Doctrine. 

The Medical Journal goes on to say: 

“It may be thought that grounds may b 
found for regarding Dr. Playfair’s positio 
in a much more favorable light than either 
the attitude of the Judge or jury may sug- 
gest. Duties as those with which his path 
was beset we, find nothing in the circum- 
stances to refleet severely either gon his 
clinical acumen or moral rectitude. Never 
before, so far as we know, has the tradition 
of medical secrecy been so severely tested. 
Dr. Playfair had to balance the grand tradi- 
tions of medical confidence against the du- 
ties between relative and relative. We find 
the difficulty to say how any other, man 
placed in a similar position would have acted 
and we have yet to learn that those who 
censure him so freely would not have taken 
the same course. 

One thing is certain, this memora ble and 
most painful trial strengthens and fortifies 
the t doctrine which has long made the 
medical profession one that is everywhere

Hidalgo not to engage the 
enemy in a battle until the arrival of the re- 
inforcements. 

Advices received from the west state that 
the dervishes have established a vast camp 
at Tucruf, where they are digging numbers 
of wells. 

The news recetved concerning the move- 
ments of the Shoans are to the effect thas 
King Menelek is retreating southwards. It 
is supposed that this movement 1s owing to 
lack of provisions. 


TO SEND 5,000 MEN TO SOUTH AFRICA. 


British Government Will Prepare for 
Emergencies. 

London, April 1.—Owing to the gravity of 
the situation in South Africa the govern- 
ment is taking steps to dispatch 5,000 troops 
to the Cape of Good Hope as soon as pos- 
sible, to be ready for any emergencies. 

The directors of the British Chartered 
South Africa company have formally re- 
quested the government to order the im- 
mediate dispatch of 500 regular troops from 
Cape Town to Buluwayo. 

The Transvaal Government has tele- 
graphed to Montague White, its Consul- 
General in London, that if Great Britain 
desires assistance in the protection of the 
women and children in Matabeleland, the 
Transvaal Government is willing to allow 
the burghers to go there for that purpose. 


AGREEMENT REGARDING DONGOLA.,

BODY OF ONE VICTIM IS FOUND, 


Two More Murdered Men May. Be 
Found on the Bastian Farm. 

Rock Island, III., April 1.—[Special.]}—The 
remains of John Lauderbach, a farmhand on 
the premises of Henry F. Bastian, were dis- 
covered today by the Sheriff under a pile of 
rubbish a few rods from the corncrib on the 
place. The investigation was started by 
Sheriff Heminway in response to suspicions 
that Bastian, who committed suicide March 
13 last, had murdered one or more of his 
hired men. 

A week before Bastian’s suicide Fred 
Kuschmann, who, it was reported by Bas- 
tian, had been paid off that day, was found 
dead on the highway, and the Coroner's jury 
returned a verdict of accidental death, bas- 
ing it on evidence given by Bastian.

„There is some confidence in the report 
that the place in Matanzas Province where 
Gomez is buried ts known.“ 

James Murray, an American, long resident 
in Cienfuegos, a person of high standing in 
business circles and a noted civil engineer, 
informed me yesterday. that Gomez con- 
versed with a friend of his six days ago on 
a sugar plantation on the line of the rail- 
road from Cienfuegos to Santa Clara, be- 
tween Ranchuelo and Esperanza. 

Gomez was then in poor health. 

I received today information regarding 
Gomez of the most trustworthy character, 
though I am not at liberty, for obvious rea- 
sons, to give the name of my informant. 

Gomez said he had been suffering from 
malaria several months and had overtaxed 
his strength by his efforts during his famous 
raid last winter through Matanzas, Havana, 
and Pinar Del Rio Provinces, and had need- 
lessly exposed himself by sleeping out of 
doors nights ina hammock. He is unfit for 
campaigning at the present time, and unless 
he greatly improves soon he will go-to the 
inaccessible country in Puerto Principe 
Province and try to regain his strength. 

Gomez also said he is compelled to use 
considerable stimulant (cognac) to keep him- 
self going, 

He was haggard and emaciated. 

My informant says Gomez's ardor is un- 
diminished. 

The rebel chief talked about his great raid 
with pride, but expressed fear he is too 
old to get in condition again. 

Troops continue to move into the prov- 
ince.

Burning with rage as I was, and strung to 
the last pitch of excitement, I yet remember 
that I thought it an odd time to push in with 
a dog, but monseigneur did not seem to see 
this. Whether he took a certain pleasure in 
belittling the war party, to whom he was 
opposed, or merely knew his ground well, 
he went on, thrusting the militaires aside 
with little ceremony; and as every one was 
as quick to give place to him as he was to 
advance, in a moment we were in the ante- 
chamber. 

I had never been admitted before, and 
from the doorway, within which I paused in 
Bonnivet’s keeping, I viewed the scene with 
an interest that for the time overcame my 
sense of iajustice. The long room hummed 
with talk; a crowd of churehmen and pages, 
with a sprinkling of the lesser nobility, many 
lawyers, and some soldiers filled it from end 
to end.

WOMAN QUESTION CAUSES TROUBLE. 


Methodist Church in Danger of a Split 
Over Women Delegates. 

Cleveland, O., April 1.—[Special.J—When 
the general conference of the Methodist 
Church convenes in this city next month 
the woman question is to be decided. It is 
already causing apprehension among the 
prominent church dignitaries, and will pre- 
cipitate a contest that may result in a split 
in the church, as did the great controversy 
over the negro in 1844. Now the women 
want to vote, and their demand is backed 
up by a good big faction in the church, 
Five women were elected as lay delegates 
eight years ago, but they were not admitted. 
At the Omaha meeting four years ago the 
sentiment for the women was pronounced. 
To the Cleveland conference in May three 
women have been elected. They are Miss 
Lydia A. Trimble, a teacher in the Women’s 
School at Hok Chiang, China; Mrs. Bash- 
ford, wife of President J. W. Bashford of 
the Ohio Wesleyan University: and Mrs 
Parker of North Carolina. If the confer- 
ence decides to admit women the objection 
will be raised that the women delegates are 
not admissable because they were elected 
previous to the change made in the consti- 
tution. The most radical women advocates 
will then move their admission by a direct 
vote, and it is here that the vital contest will 
occur. Prominent among those who favor 
the admission of women are Bishops Fitz- 
gerald, Mallalieu, Hurst, and Newman. 
Those who oppose their admission are 
backed up by an equal array of celebrities. 
The opposition say that their admission is 
unscriptural, unconstitutional, and inex- 
fent. All branches of the church are af- 
ected by the question. The negroes were 
formerly opposed to their admission, but 
now favor it. The German Methodists are 
the strongest element in opposition. Wom- 
en as Methodist ers and Bishops is 
the natural sequence df an affirmative de- 
cision of the question.

The Buildings and Grounds committee of 
the Board of Education yesterday celebrat- 
ed the eighty-first birthday of Prince Bis- 
marck by dedicating the new Bismarck 

Grammar School Building at Armitage and 

Central Park avenues. ! 

The new building is the successor of the 
old frame Pacific School Building, which 
now stands close by, but is to be removed. 

It was erected to meet the wants of a neigh- 

borhood which is growing rapidly, even for 

Chicago. It is built of cut Bedford stone 

and pressed brick, and its architecture is 

greatly admired. It has twenty class-rooms 
and a spacious assembly hall, so 

that it can be turned into several more. 

From the heating and ventilating apparatus 

in the basement, said to be the best piece of 

work Chief Engineer Waters has ever done, 
to the roof everything is a model of school 

building construction. e

There were on the platform with 
Principal Roberts Otto C. Schneider, the 
only member of the Board of Education who 
attended; Supt. Lane, Architect Fiedler, 
Chief Engineer Waters, Principal H. L. 
Merritt of the Beaubein School, who was 
the first principal of the Pacific School; and 
H. L. Southworth and Edward Simons, two 
old residents of the locality. The music was 
furnished by the Orchestra and Music So- 
ciety of the North Division High School, 
under direction of Supervisor Katzenberger, 
Principal Westcott being the flutist in the 
orchestra. There were also choruses by the 
pupils. The rear portion of the hall was 
crowded with the pupils’ parents and 
friends.’ ; 

The exercises consisted largely of instru- 
mental pieces by the orchestra, solos by the 
special teachers in music, and other musical 
numbers by the Music Society. There were 
also declamations and recitations by the 
pupils. Principal Roberts presided, and 
after welcoming and congratulating every- 
body introduced Mr. Schneider as the first 
speaker. 

Mr. Schneider, after speaking somé time 
on the relation of the school to the home, 
and of both to the country, referred to the 
mixture of nationalities in this country, 
which, he said, was highly favorable to the 
development of character and manhood. 
He then drew down a large flag on the rear 
wall and exposed to view a likeness of Bis- 
marck, which, he said, he presented to the 
school in the name of a school book pub- 
lishing company. 

After Architect Fiedler had said a few 
words about the building Supt. Lane was in- 
troduced and spoke at some length, after 
which Principal Merrill made a brief ad- 
dress. He said when he came to the school 
in 1882 it was held in a small two-room 
frame building and had only forty upils. 
It was a month or two before he even had an 
assistant. Now it was in this splendid build- 
ing and had 825 pupils. 

Other addresses were madé by Mr. South- 
worth and Mr. Simons, and a letter of regret 
was read from Assistant Superintendent 
Hartney, and the exercises closed with the 
singing of America.“ 

Superintendent Lane said yesterday that 
when the school reports for March were in 
they would show an increase of 13,500 pupils 
in the public schools over the number at 
this time last year. This increase, he said, 
would call for fifteen new school buildings 
and 250 new teachers, involving an increased 
outlay of nearty $2,006,000, and yet it was 
only the normal annual increase for Chica- 
go. The reduction of the appropriations for 
1897, he added, would leave this many pupils 
totally unprovided for. 

The process of paying off the public school 
teachers for March was concluded yesterday. 
The aggregate of the pay-roll was $390,687, 
against $383,108 for February, the increase 
being $7,584. Of this amount $6,080 was due 
to the payment of the salaries of the Normal 
School teachers for February and March 
and $1,504 to the usual increase in the gen- 
eral pay-roll. . 

The belief is general among the public 
school principals that President Harper of 
the University of Chicago is to succeed 
Charles 8. Thornton as a member of the 
Board of Education, and while most of 
them hall it with delight some of them do 
not hesitate to express their regrets. Prin- 
cipal Westcott of the North Division High 
School said it meant the correlation of the 
high schools with the university, to which 
he was unalterably opposed. The effect 
would be the concentration of high school 
education in the classics, to the neglect of 
the sciences, for the benefit of the 5 per 
cent of the graduates who might wish to en- 
ter the university. Principal Parker of the 
South Chicago High School said he regretted 
it on account of the connection of Dr. Har- 

er and the university with Standard Oil.

schools of the people, and not to be manipu- 
lated and contaminated by trusts and mo-

Wordy Editorial Controversy Between 
Two Columbus Papers, Based on 
Article in Harpers Weekly, Which 
Calis Him Nominal Author of Tariff 
Bill Bearing His Name, and Says He 
Will Do Whatever Sect of Protec- 

' tlonista Demands of Him. 

The Ohio State Journal and the Dispatc 
of Columbus, O., are engaged in an editorial

The Dispatch is a truth teller, and prints 
some caustic remarks calculated to show 
McKinleyism with thousands of Republicans 
in Ohio is only skin deep.

28, under the heading The Candidacy of 
McKinley.” Tue TRIBUNE prints the con- 
troversy as a matter of news. 

Harper’s Weekly Editorial. 

The Harper's Weekly editorial reads: 

“The author of the McKinley bill is an 
amiable man, with a pleasing manner of 
speech, but of all the men who in the last 
twenty years have risen to leadership in the 
House of Representatives we know of no 
one, with the exception of Mr. Springer, 
whose leadership was nominal and not real, 
with less capacity for the post either in 
character or intellect. During his chair- 
manship of the Ways and Means committee 
he was the tool and servant of the protected 
manufacturers. It was to do their bidding 
that he was placed at the head of the com- 
mittee that is theoretically charged with 
the duty of preparing measures for raising 
revenues for the support of the gov- 
ernment. He carried out the purpose and in- 
tent of his selection. 

„He became the nominal author of a 
measure of which its beneficiaries were the 
real authors. It was not a measure for su 
plying the government with the ways afid 
means for its maintenance; it was a meas- 
ure for increasing the profits of a favored 
few at the expense of the overtaxed many. 
The country expressed its opinion of Mr. 
McKinley’s effort at the election immediate- 
ly following the enactment of the law by 
choosing a large Democratic majority to 
the House of Representajives. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley himself was defeated, and it was 
because of his martyrdom that a sympa- 
thetic party nominated him for Governor of 
Ohio.

Chief, of Protectionists. 


„This election to the Governorship was 
ample recompense for the stings occasioned 
by the loss of his seat in Congress, so that 
there is no reason for his nomination for the 
Presidency except that which led to his ap- 

intment as Chairman of the Ways and 

eans committee. That reason is, as we 
have already explained, that Mr. McKinley 
will do whatever is commanded by the men 
' who insist on having the right to tax the 
people of the United States for their own 
rofit. 
In other words, he is the chief of the sect 
of extreme protectionists who believe that 
all Americans ought to pay high prices for 
the necessaries of life in order that a few 

Americans may gain riches by manufactur- 

ing them, and that to this end it is right and 
constitutional to levy taxes directly for the 
benefit of private citizens, making the public 
revenue a secondary or incidental considera- 


tion. 

He is the chief politician of this sect, not 
because he is a great economist—he has not 
even an ordinary acquaintancé with the sub- 
ject—not because he originates ideas, or on 
his own initiative develops and sttmulates 

rotective legislation, but simply and solely 
Recaties he is willing to take orders from 
certain manufacturers who know what they 
want, and who are willing to pay large sums 
of money to secure a political agent who will 
turn over to them the taxing power, to do 
with it as they will. 

Charges of Opponents. 

“It is not to be wondered at, then, that 
the Republican opponents of Mr. McKinley 
are making charges touching the virtue of 
the men who are conducting his campaign. 
They are saying thet rich manufacturers 
have been corrupting the primaries through- 
out the country, and that delegates have 
been purchased. However that may be, it 
is clear that a public man must gain a repu- 
tation that unfits him for the Presidency if 
he is the servant of those who are interested 
in government only as it inures to their 
pecuniary profit. 

Whether Mr. McKinley's strength in the 
convention has or has not been procured 
by the corrupt use of money; whether, if it 
has been, he is or is not a party to the cor- 
ruption, he is the candidate of those who 
want to divert the government from its con- 

stitutional function of promoting the gen- 
eral welfare that its chief power may be 
used for their own selfish purposes. And it 
is because Mr. McKinley has already per- 
mitted himself to Be employed as the agent 
of such men, and is presumably willing to be 
so employed again, that the extreme pro- 
tectionists show such anxiety to bring about 
his nomination that prominent men of their 
own party are led to accuse them of em- 
ploying corrupt means to accomplish their 
end.“ 
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Dispatch Adds to Charges. 


The Dispatch in its issue of March 
editorially: a 

“In the current issue of Harper's Week- 
| ly, dated March 28, is printed a lengthy 
| editorial giving in detail and with forcible 
exemplification reasons why ex-Gov. Mc- 
Kinley should not be made the Republican 
nominee for President. The article is so 
bold, so incisive, so evidently honest in in- 
tent that it will be of especial interest to the 
people of Columbus and of Ohio, who know 
the ex-Governor best. 

“Persons familiar with ex-Gov. McKin- 
ley, and who separate themselves from all 
sense of hero-worship or sentimentality, will 
find little in it which they will wish to contro- 
vert. Their strongest impression will be 
one of wonder that the writer in Harper's 
Weekly was able so skillfully to select the 
most vulnerable points in the McKinley 
armor of Napoleonic irreproachability. But 
while the article is sufficiently explicit to 
furnish food for serious thought, it might 
have been more complete and comprehensive 
had the writer had at his command facts 
which are well known in Ohio. 


Criticises Him as Governor. 


“The article in question says McKinley 
was not the real author of the tariff act 
which bears his name; that is common and 
undisputed knowledge. It says he was 
first elected Governor of Ohio because of 
Sympathy arising from his defeat for re- 
election to Congress. 

It properly might have added that for 
the four years following McKinley's first 
inauguration as Governor of this State 
| there was an administration chiefly charac- 
| terized by weakness, indecision, and neglect. 
Under his wise and far-seeing financial 
policy’ the State of Ohio escaped bank- 
ruptey by borrowing half a million dollars: 
under his careful selection of appointees 
there were scandals in half the public in- 
stitutions of the State, and there probably 
Was extravagance in all of them. He was 
a destructionist in the affairs of Ohio and 
a destructionist in the affairs of the Repub- 
lican party, because he wanted to be a con- 
structionist for William McKinley. 

From the day he was nominated for Gov- 
ernor the first time Maj.

speeches for sound money in Missouri, and 
he was in effect surprised beyond measure 
at the enthusiasm manifested at such places 
as Kansas City and St. Joe. “If the Re- 
publicans straddle the money question at 
St. Louis, or if they take up such a plank 
as that of which McKinley is the father in 
Ohio, the Democratic convention at Chicago 
has a great chance before it. If our people 
have the courage and foresight to adopt a 
sound-money platform without equivocation 
and then nominate Grover Cleveland we 

could sweep the country.” 

Mr. Bartlett, the Georgia member of the 
party, took exactly the opposite view, and he 
said that if Mr. Cleveland were nominated 
cn a hard money platform he would not be 
able to carry-a single Southern State. It 
was worth noting that of the Congressmen 
present almost all believed that the result 
of the two conventions would be such as to 
split off the radical silver men into a party 
by themselves.

Ex-Senator Palmer Credited with Gu- 
bernatorial Ambition.

Cullom simply on personal grounds, and not 
because of any desire for patronage or pre- 
ferment at his hands.

“It looks as though the McKinley wave 
had about reached its highest stage, and 
from this time it will begin to recede rather 
than increase.

Fourteen for Cullom. 


“ Fourteen out of the eighteen delegates 
chosen thus far in Illinois,” said Repre- 
sentative Billy Lorimer, have been in- 
structed for Senator Cullom, and if this 
ratio is maintained there will be no doubt 
as to the action of the State convention this 
month. My knowledge of Illinois politics 
is confined almost exclusively to Cook Coun- 
ty, and I know pretty well how things are 
going there, but it is only speculation with 
me when it gets out in the country districts. 

It takes a little thing to turn a conven- 
tion, and particularly out in the country, 
where some County Commissionership or a 
Sheriff may be the principal bone of conten- 
tion.

If we could only carry out the same plan 
of campaign and organization throughout 
the State of Illinois as we do in Cook County 
I would not hesitate to wager as to the out- 
come of Senator Cullom’s canvass so far as 
getting the delegates from his own State is 
concerned. 

“Candidly, though, it looks to me as 
though his chances were never better than 
at this moment.

Then ensued a wrangle as to 
how the receipt of the rum consignment 
ghould be made. Throughout it the con- 
fiscated cask was spoken of as Mr. Smith’s

PASS APPROPRIATION TO PURCHASE 
HOUSE WHERE LINCOLN DIED. 


Historic Building Will Be Repaired 
and Controlled by the Government 
—Secretary Olmey Asks Money to 
Maintain Committee at Belgium 
Exposition—Patterson Defends Mr. 
Cleveland—Enormous Immigration 
Creates Consternation. 

Washi D. C., April 1.—[Special.}— 

An amendment to the sundry civil bill pro- 

viding for the purchase and repair of the 


house in which Abraham Lincoln died in this 


city was adopted by the House of Repre- 
sentatives today. 

This proposition was submitted by Con- 
gressman Sayres of Texas, formerly Chair- 
man of the Appropriation committee, and 
was acquiseced in by Mr. Cannon of Illinois, 
the present Chairman of the Appropriations 
committee. 

The house is directly opposite the theater 
in which the President of the United States 
Was assassinated more than thirty years 
ago, and has been utilized recently as a Lin- 
coln museum with articles comprised in the 
Oldroyd collection, which were offered to the 
State of Illinois in connection with the Lin- 
coln monument at Springfield. This collcc- 
tion is entirely separate and distinct, how- 
ever, from the house which the government 
proposes to purchase and it is likely a separ- 
ate proposition will be submitted looking to 
the acquisition of this collection by Uncle 
Sam 


According to the proposition which was 
adopted today the Lincoln house, as it is 
called here, is to be placed under the care of 
the Memoria! Society, organized by an act 
of Congress for that purpose. 

Ever since the Oldroyd collection was 
brought here and put in the unpretentious 
brick building in which Lincoln died, April 
15, 1865, it has been a mecca for tourists and 
curiosity seekers, who never seemed tired 
of expatiating upon the completeness of the 
exhibit made. Articles have been added 
since the collection was taken away from 
Springfield which have greatly enhanced its 
value, and it is doubtful if it could purchased 
for less than a sum equal to that asked for 
the house, which is $30,000. At present the 
property belongs to Louis Schade, the pro- 
prietor of the Washington Sentinel, whd 
Hved there for many years after Mr. Lincoln 
died. When the President was assassinated, 
however, the owners and occupants of the 
house were named Peterson, one of the oldest 


families at the Nationa! Capital. 

A proposition looking to its purchase by 
the government has been under consideration 
ever since the tragedy of 1865, but this is the 
first time an appropriation has been made 


for it. 
OVERRULE CANNON’S ECONOMY PLAN 


House Appropriates $75,000 to Com- 
plete Spokane Military Post. 

Washington, D. C., April 1—The House 
today practically completed the consider- 
ation of the sundry civil bill. In the course 
of the debate on an amendment to appropri- 
ate $75,000 for commencing the erection of 
a new military post at Spokane, Wash., Mr. 
Cannon, the Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions committee, made an appeal for econ- 
omy on the ground that the condition of 
the Treasury was such no new project should 
be entered upon by this Congress. 

He was supported in his appeal by Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, who in some plain spoken 
words insisted the necessities of the situa- 
tion must govern. He called attention to 
the fact during the first nineteen months of 
the operation of the present tariff law the 
receipts had been exceeded by the expend- 
itures $76,000,000. 

This of course brought on a political dis- 
cussion in which Mr. Patterson [Dem., 
Tenn.) defended the administration and at- 
tributed the financial distress to Republican 
legislation. 

The amendment was adopted despite Mr. 
Cannon's appeal. 

A bill was passed to authorize the Light- 
house Board to proceed with the construc- 
tion of a lighthouse and fog signal on North 
Manitou Island, Lake Michigan. 

R. W. Blue [Rep., Kas.] charged indirectly 
treasurers of the various homes for disa- 
bled volunteer soldiers were compelled to 
furnish bonds in a particular surety com- 


pany. 

Mr. Steele [Rep., Ind.], one of the Board 
of Managers, denied the insinuation so far 
as he had information. As a matter of fact, 
the board had no control over the bonds. 
That was under the direction of the War 
Department. He resented the imputation. 
Thereupon Mr. Blue asked if it was true 
that all the buildings built from post funsis 
were insured by the direction of the Board 
of Managers in a Hartford company of 
which Gen. Franklin, a member of the board, 
was an officer. 

Mr. Steele replied that he was not pre- 
pared to answer, but he thought if they 
were not insured they should be. 

So far as he knew, however, but one 
building, Stinson Hall, at Marion, Ind., was 
insured. 

After completing the bill save for a single 
paragraph the committee rose and at 5:10 
p. m. the House adjourned. 


SELLS HIS PATENT TWELVE TIMES. 


Original Scheme to Defraud Works 
Successfully in Many Cities. 
Washington, D. C., April 1—A scheme to 
defraud, which extended to various cities 
throughout the country and to which a num- 
ber of people in all those cities fell victims 
in varying sums, including $1,200 by an At- 
lanta investor, has been discovered by the 

Patent Office officials. 

The scheme is the sale of a part interest in 
an alleged thill-coupler invention, the pur- 
ported inventor disappearing after taking 
the purchase money and leaving all the ex- 
penses for the investor. 

Twelve different applications from eleven 
cities, accompanied by drawings which show 
that they were all made from the same 
aluminum model, are already on file in the 
Patent Office here, and the name of the in- 
ventor varies in each case except in two 
sets of papers forwarded by different 
attorneys in Los Angeles, Cal. Joseph Evans 
J. Evans, Porter Potter, and, it is said, Ja- 
ve Neate of Duluth, are among the names 
used. |

Washington, D. C., April 1.—The President 
has signed the act repealing the statute pro- 
hibiting the appointment to the army and 
navy of persons who held Confederate com- 
missions. 


For National Park at Appomattox. 

Washington, D. C., April 1.—[Special.}—A 
national park is proposed at Appomattox, 
Va., on the battlefields of June 16 and July 
30, 1864, embracing in all about 3,000 acres. 


DR. DENNIS BISHOP PASSES AWAY. 


Operation for Appendicitis the Cause 
of Death. 

Dr. Dennis Bishop of No. 1331 West Van 
Buren street died at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital last night from the effects of an oper- 
ation for appendicitis performed last Fri- 
day. Dr. Bishop was 34 years old and un- 
married and came here several years ago 
from Grand Rapids, Wis.

In 
fact it has. been so seldom that Chicago has 
seen this perfect rapport within the walls 
of its theaters, that no one with the excep- 
tion of Bernhardt in recent years can ever 
lay successful claim to so marked a con- 
quest. Tears were a silent tribute paid 
through all the emotional scenes and were 
given freely, both by men and women, with 
a lack of embarrassment at their flow which 
made the evening performance a rival of the 
lugubriousness of a Wednesday matinée. 

It is idle to quarrel with an art which can 
produce such an effect as this. It is difficult 
for any mimicry of real sorrow to gain a hold 
so strong, but when it is not only gained but 
retained so firmly that each succeeding emo- 
tion is both an effect ‘and cause of others 
through a long evening, it is proof almost 
positive that the art is no less fine than sin- 
cere.

But neither the tri- 
umph of the artist nor the ethics of the play- 
wright can make Denise the sort of play 
English-speaking people wish to see made a 
part of the dramatic literature of their race. 
It is Latin in its subject matter—Gallic-Latin 
at that—and this touching the chords of so 
many fundamental passions is only a part 
of its Gallicism.: It sérves te approve the 
skill of the dramatists of Paris, and it serves 
also as a lay figure to be clothed with gar- 
ments of life by those who undertake its 
portrayal, but it is not the-kind of instruc- 
tion which can be delighted in. If Dumas 
and his skillful countrymen, living and dead, 
can awaken in the American people such a 
response to the delicacy of their art, they 
deserve commendation as the pioneers of 
something that will be aroused within the 
hearts of the American people themselves 
and in time find literary expression in a 
national drama. Denise and its fellows 
are of avail to us in the same way that study 
in Paris is benefiting our painters. They 
will teach us finally how much better some- 
thing will be for us that is as Anglo-Saxon as 
they are French. 

Miss Nethersole’s supporting company, un- 
der the influence of the evening, rose to a 
height of perfection it thas ‘hitherto, during 
this engagement at least, seen fit to abstain 
from. Mr. Ernest Leicester as André, Mr.

' McKinley clubs or to get business-men to 


take any part in booming that candidate. 
The attempts made in this city have been 
dismal failures.. The McKinley managers 
tried to get up a business-men’s mass-meet- 
ing, but the men they were trying to capt- 


ure would not attend. They would not sit 


on the platform as Vice-Fresidents, nor 
the audience. They 
would not sign calls or join clubs, About 
the only Chicago business-man who is shout- 
ing for McKinley’is Sam Allerton, who 
calls himself a farmer,“ and whose chief 
business for some years was that of 
“evener” at the Stock-Yards. 

Neither in Chicago nor in any other city, 
east or west, north or south, has it been 
possible for the McKinley apostles to make 
any proselytes among the business or com- 
mercial classes. Grant had a little support 
there in 1880, but McKinley has none now. 
In a word, the men who have the business 
brains of the country, who have been suc- 
cessful in the management of their own af- 
fairs, and who are interested immediately 
in the well-being and increasing prosperity 
of all branches of industry have set their 
faces like a flint against Me Kinley. 

Why? Because they want a candidate 
whose motto will be Let us have indus- 
trial peace.” The business-men of this 
country are still sore from the bruises and 
buffetings of recent years. They want to 
be let alone foratime. They fear MeKin- 
ley, for they are afraid he is still addicted 
to McKinleyism and that his election would 
be followed by a repetition of the events of 
1890 and subsequent years. 

They dread the enactment of an ultra- 
high protective tariff, followed by the in- 
evitable revulsion, and the enactment of 
one which will have altogether too little 
protection. They can see another Wilson 
law following in the wake of another Mc- 
Kinley law. Whey see unending strife 
and turmoil—feverish speculations, followed 
by distressful panics. 

That is the reason why the business-men 
‘and the politicians—the shrewd, able men 
who have met with success in radically 
different fields of labor—agree in their op- 
position to the nomination of McKinley. 
Their deliberate judgment ought to have 
weight with men who have less at stake. 

The delegates to the Republican conven- 
tion should not lose sight of the fact that 
while the unthinking, the light-minded, the 
easily influenced, and the hurrah boys 
have been carried away to some extent by 
the McKinley stampeders, the political and 
business intelligence of the country has not 
been affected thereby and is inflexibly op- 
posed to his nomination. 


FALSE REASONING OF FREE SILVERITES. 

Unserupulous free silverites masquerad- 
ing as friends of labor say 

Before the demonetization of silver and the 
enactment of other financial legislation which out 
organizations condemn 3,500 bushels of wheat or 
35,000 pounds of cotton was the annual pay for 
our Congressmen and Senators, while today 10,000 
bushels of wheat or, 100,000 pounds of cotton 
barely suffice; before demonetization 35,000 bushels 
of wheat or 350,000 pounds of cotton per year 
would have paid the salary of the President: to- 
day he receives the equivalent of 100,000 bushels 
of wheat or 1,000,000 pounds of cotton; and in 
like proportion is it with all other fixed salaries 
and incomes. 

This is one of the reasons given working- 
men why they should vote to be paid 50- 
cent dollars. 

He must be a very ignorant workingman 
who is taken in by this F reason.“ In the 
first place, what would it profit the 
producers of cotton, wheat, and corn, and 
the receivers of all “ fixed salaries and in- 
comes” to be paid in Mexican free coinage 
silver dollars—two of them for one United 
States limited Coinage silver dollar? Noth- 
ing, of course, for every intelligent man 
knows that the Mexican silver legal tender 
free coinage dollars have only half the ex- 
change value or purchasing power of the 
American non-free coinage silver dollars. 

‘The latter are worth twice as much as the 
Mexican dollats simply because they are 
not free coinage dollars. 

Make the American silver dollars like the 
Mexican ones, and at once it will require 
twice as many of the same weight and fine- 
ness to equal in purchasing power or value 
the limited coinage silver dollars which are 
in circulation now. Where is the gain in 
that? Why lug around ten silver dollars 
to make the purchases which can be made 


now with five? How is either the buyer or 


the seller benefited? Simply a greater 
weight of metal is used to do a given amount 
of work. A woodchopper might just as 
properly insist on -having an ax which 
weighed twice as much as was necessary. 

Whenever any nation undertakes the free 
coinage of silver dollars at the ratio of 16 to 
1 or 15% to 1 the worth of such dollars be- 
comes immediately that of the bullion they 
contain. That is, they have only half the 
value of limited coinage silver money. 

There is not a free coinage crank who is 
ignorant or impudent enough to say that in 
a solitary country where the free coinage 
of both gold and silver is permitted, and 
where both are an unlimited legal tender, 
the silver coins are worth more—have a 
greater purchasing value - than the com- 
mercial value of the bullion they contain. 

If the bullion in a free coinagé silver‘dol- 
lar is only worth 50 cents in terms of gold 
that is all the coin itself will bring in pur- 
chasing goods, lands, or anything else. The 
experience of the world teaches that if any 
nation coins gold and silver without limita- 
tion at any given ratio of weight, such as 
16 to 1, the coin that possesses the least 
intrinsic value will crowd the other out, as 
has been proved by observation of the so- 
called Gresham law for mahy generations 
all over the globe. 

There is no such thing as bimetallism pos- 
sible in any country with free coinage 
where the bullion value in the one dollar is 
greater than in the other dollar. If the 
bullion in the gold dollar is worth more in 
the market as bullion than the silver in the 
silver dollar the former will refuse to cir-

It is true that the receiver of a salary or 
of wages can get more wheat or cotton for 
his money now than he did twenty-five 
years‘ago, As the workingman gets higher 
wages, and hence gets very much more 
wheat or four for his work than he did 
he ought not to grumble.

That is why it has 
called on the Democrats of the Twenty- 
second Ward to vote for the Republican 
Harlan. He is the best man. 

For the same reason Tun TRIBUNE asks 
the Republicans and Democrats of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward not to vote for their 
regular candidates, Ackerman and Big- 
ane, but to unite on the independent candi- 
date Rector. Ackerman and Bigane have 
each served in the Council for two years, 
the term of the latter ending this spring. 
Each of them took great pains,to make a 
bad record, and succeeded perfectly. 
Therefore, no voter should touch either of 
them, but mark his ballot for Rector, who 
is vouched for by the Municipal Voters’ 
League as a trustworthy man.

There is an in- 
dependent candidate in the field—Mr. H. G. 
Fitch, a member of a well-known business 
firm. Good Republicans and Democrats 
should vote for him. The Republican can- 
didate is the nominee of a “ machine,” 
spoils gang. He might make a good Alder- 
man if elected, but if so it would be in spite 
of his surroundings. Fitch will be a good 
Alderman because of his surroundings and 
also because he is so well qualified for the 
position. 

In the Nineteenth Ward Powers is a 
candidate for re@lection. He is the man of 
whom Judge Tuley said in his Central 


Music Hall speech— 

Powers is a very bad man. It makes me hang 
my head with shame to think there is not suffi- 
clent civic pride in the Nineteenth Ward—not 
enough respectable citizens there—to overthrow 
this prince of boodlers. 

The People’s party candidate who has 
been indorsed by a number of labor organi- 
zations, of one of which he is a prominent 
member, is W. J. Gleason. Every. decent 
Democrat, who is ashamed of the reputa- 
tion his ward has acquired, should vote for 
Gleason. So too should every honest Re- 
publican, even while he would not support 
Gleason for any office next fall, should 
vote for him now when no political ques- 
tion is involved. 


SPANISH BARBARITY IN CUBA. 

On Monday last Enrique Alleman, a 
young leader in the cause of Cuban free- 
dom, who was taken prisoner four weeks 
ago while fighting in Maceo’s army, and 
who had been for some time in the Havana 
military hospital recovering from his 
wounds, was taken out of prison and shot 
by order of one of Butcher Weyler's courts- 
martial. He died like a soldier and a 
patriot, his last words being a good-by to 
his friends and hope for the freedom of his 
country. IIis shameful death was the re- 
finement of torture. It would have been 
more merciful to have killed him when he 
was ¢aptured. In place of that he was 
taken to a hospital, where, after long suf- 
fering, he recovered only to meet his death 
at the hands of his butchers as soon as he 
was strong enough to walk to the place of 
execution. 

On the next day Havana was treated to a 
still more horrible and sickening butchery. 
Five Cubans who had been captured in 
arms were taken to a public square and 
garroted in a manner that was simply 
fiendish. The first executioner was so 
bungling and barbarous and tortured his 
victims so cruelly that a second was called, 
but he was no less brutal in his methods 
than his predecessor. Strong men fainted 
away at sight of the hideous business, but 
there was an end at last. The dispatches 
say: “The bodies were carted away, the 
shame-faced executioners gathered up the 
sickening framework and its accessories, 
the priests, prison and other officials hur- 
ried away, the troops were marched back to 
their quarters, and another chapter had 
been added to the black history of Cuba.” 

It is intimated upon good authority that 
the trials of the captured Cuban patriots 
are pushéd with the utmost practical ex- 
pedition and that executions take place 
daily. This is in pursuance of instructions 


recently issued by Weyler as supplementary 


to his infamous proclamations declaring 
that all rebels shall be summarily tried and 
punished. Under the new orders there is to 
be no delay in the bloody work. The in- 
surgents captured while in arms are de- 
clared to be incendiaries and brigands, and 
are to be punished with death. It is suf- 


‘ficient that a Cuban is fighting for the freo- 
dom of his country to be stigmatized as an | 
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It is to be hoped that these horrible atroc- 
ities will arouse Congress to a sense of its 
duty. The Cuban question has been allowed 
to languish while other and less important 
matters are brought to the front. Unques- 
tionably the delay in Congress has impelled 
the renewal of these atrocities. Will this 
uncivilized system of warfare rouse Con- 
gressmen to their duty? Is it not time for 
this government at least to notify Spain 
that this rant must cease? 


Gov. TANNER OF COOK. 

There need be no apprehension on the part 
of the politicians of this county that they 
will not be taken care of. One of Cook's 
distinguished favorite sons is certain to be 
nominated. Gov. Tanner is the man. He 
took up his residence here when he was ap- 
pointed Subtreasurer in 1889 and he has 
been a constant resident of this county ever 
since. 

He has been an active factor in our politics 
all the time. THe TRrsune was in error ihe 
other day in implying that he was no longer 
a member of the State Central committee. 
He resigned the Chairmanship, but he still 
represents the Third District, which in- 
cludes the First Ward, in which he lives and 
votes, and a number of others. His voice 
has been potent in the settlement of all im- 
portant matters since he went into the dis- 
trict. He is the gentleman from Clay” 
only in the same sense that Senator Logan 
was the gentleman from Jackson in the 
State convention of 1880. 

If Tanner is nominated and elected Gov- 


ernor—as THe TRIBUNE sincerely trusts he 


will be—he will be sure to take care of the 
„boys.“ He will provide for all the disap- 
pointed candidates who have claims on him 
—including Hertz, if he is unlucky at 
Springfield. No one need fear that Hertz 
will not be fitted out with a good snug job 
whatever happens. He is the political cat 
of Cock County politics—always falling on 
his feet. 

He will not go to the poorhouse if he is not 
nowinated. He is already well to do, hav- 
ing a comfortable fortune, all made out of 
politics, He will get a good county or State 
office—whichever he prefers. Perhaps he 
may have one of each kind. There can 
hardly be anything in Tanner’s gift which 
he would not be willing to give Hertz as a 
consolation prize if he would abandon his 
embarrassing candidacy. And as a num- 
ber of Hertz’s warmest friends have been 
put on the county ticket he cannot fail to. 
get something from one of them if he needs 
it. It is in the cards that Hertz may have 
both a county and a State office in 1807. 
He usually has two. 

But he needs nothing and will not starve 
whatever happens. He has held office for 
twenty years and he can afford to retire 
to private life for a brief period, and cease 
to be a burden on the taxpayers. 

It Cook County is reasonable it will be 
satisfied with having the next Governor. 
The State Treasurership is not an impor- 
tant office from an administrative or a pat- 
ronage point of view. It is a purely person- 
al office. It is given as the reward for party 
services. It is given to some individual in 
order that he may enrich himself. 

Often the man who has been thus fa- 
vored retires from polities when his term 
ends and his fortune is made. Perhaps if 
Hertz were elected he would retire into 
private life when he went out of office, and 
his party would lose his services at the 
primaries and elsewhere. 

The reputable Republicans of the Hertz 
wards might be willing to bestow on him 
the rich emoluments of the office he seeks if 
they felt sure that they could get rid of him 
and his rule at that price. But there are 
various reasons why the Republicans of 
Cook County should not consent to such 
an arrangement. 

If Cook County has the Governor and also 
the State Treasurer it cannot ask for a 
United States Senator. Now, are the Re- 
publicans in this county and in the northern 
part of this State so anxious to have Hertz 
State Treasurer as to be willing to abandon 
all pretensions to the Senatorial position to 
be filled by the Legislature next January? 

For the country will certainly rise in re- 
volt if Cook, after having been given the 
two leading places on the State ticket, also 
insistson naming Palmer’s successor. This 
county would be “turned down” in short 
order. There is a good deal of irritation 
now. It showed itself in the State Central 
committee at Springfield when, to the sur- 
prise of the Cook County men, the country 
members voted against apportioning the 
delegates on the basis of the vote of 1894. 
That irritation showed itself again when Mr. 
Campbell's successor on the National com- 
mittee had to be chosen, and the country 
members insisted on the choice of Fifer, 
from the Bloomington district, and would 
not hear of a Cook County man. 

These outside State Central committee- 
men represent the feeling which prevails in 
their communities. That feeling is one of 
distrust of Cook County and its methods. 
So if it succeeds now by artifice in getting 


-two offices on the ticket to be nom- 


inated this month it may as well bid an 
eternal good-by to the Senatorship. 

That will be a very heavy price to pay for 
the questionable advantage of having Henry 
Hertz handle the public moneys and make a 
fortune out of them. That nomination will 
cost the party in Cook County more than any 
one it ever made. So Tun TRIBUNE calls 
on all sensible Republicans to pause and re- 
flect when they propose by brute force to 
put on the ticket a man not fit to be there 
and whose nomination would entail such a 
sacrifice of substantial interests. It is 
selfish and impudent for Hertz to ask it 
and it would be foolish for the party to 
grant it.

STRAWBERRIES NEVER SO CHEAP. 


Retail Dealers Can Sell Them as Low 
as 10 Cents a Box. 

Strawberries never before have been as 
cheap at this season of the year as now. 
Yesterday’s receipts broke the record for 
April 1. From Louisiana alone 2,100 cases 
came in. Florida is not sending many ber- 
ries, because the vines were destroyed by 
frost a year ago last winter. The Louis- 
jana berries were nice and fresh, and some 
of them were the choicest ever received at 
this season of the year. 

Late in the day some of the fair to good | 
ones sold as low as $1.25 to $1.50 a twenty- 
four-pint case, and the grocer ought to be 
able to retail them today at 10 cents and 12 
cents a quart and make a good big profit. 

Berries a trifle spotted, but fairly good, 
can be sold by the grocer at 6 cents and 8 
cents a box. Full cases of the choice, lus- 


cious fruit sold at $1.75 to $2, and during the 


afternoon some of the best sold at $1.75. 

The berries, on account of low prices, are 
becoming unusually popular for early spring, 
when they are commonly regarded as a 
luxury, but it is a queer fact that sales in- 
crease in proportion to the warmth of the 
day. 

A cold wave is predicted, and if the re- 
ceipts continue large today strawberries 
will sell still lower. The Florida berries of 
good quality sold at wholesale at 8 cents and 
10 cents a quart box, which was even lower 
than the Louisianas, because they were not 
quite so fresh. 

Most of the asparagus received was small 
and spindly. The supply now comes from 
Mississippi, and some choicer stock is ex- 
pected today, to sell at $3.50 to $4.50 a one-

Chief Badenoch Makes Requisition on 
Civil Service Commission. 

Chief of Police Badenoch yesterday made 
his second requisition on the Civil Service 
Commission for fifty men to fill vacancies 
on the force.

Dr. Bettman’s Attitude.

ROBBERS LOOT A TRAIN WITH EASE. 


St. Louis and San Francisco Train Is 
Held Up Near Lebanon, Mo. 

Lebanon, Mo., April 1.—The east-bound 
cannon-ball train No. 6 on the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railroad was held up three 
miles east of this city at 1:05 this morning 
by three masked men and the safe blown

of money secured by the robbers was only 
$1,277. About 100 mounted men are in pur- 
suit.

BIG INCREASE IN FEES FOR THE STATE 


Secretary of State’s Office Is Expected 
Hereafter to Pay $200,000 a Year. 
Springfield, III., April 1.—[{Special.}—The 

Secretary of State today paid into the State 
Treasury $89,646, fees collected by his office 
for the six months ending March 31. This 
is by far the greatest amount ever collected 
for a similar period, and the increase is 
produced by the change in the laws increas- 
ing the fees for licensing incorporations. 
Secretary Henrichsen estimates that his 
office will pay into the State Treasury here- 
after about $200,000 per year. The number 
of companies incorporated during the last 
six months was 1,099, as against 1,360 for 
the corresponding period last year. 

At the meeting of the State Board of Live- 
stock Commissioners State Veterinarian 
Trumbower reported having investigated 
an outbreak of tuberculosis at the insane 
hospital at Kankakee, and slaughtered 
forty cows. An order was given to use milk 
from other sources until all danger had 
passed. Milk was taken from forty cows, 
near Elgin, which were afterwards 
slaughtered. The milk was injected into the 
same number of guinea pigs; one of the pigs 
died shortly afterwards, and others show 
symptoms of the disease.
